ARRIVALS ARE NUMEROUS FOR MEETING 
SCHEDULED TO OPEN TOMORROW. 

District Attorney Announces Tliaf Individual Betting 
Is Not Prescribed By Locke Law and Association 
Announces Details of Betting Arrangements. 



New Orleans. La., December 30. — Busy scenes 
were enacted at the Fair Grounds track throughout 
today. The activity la*gan early this morning when 
the tirst of the special trains from Charleston ar- 
rived with sev euty-tour horses. The train arrived 
eight hours ahead of its scheduled time and the 
horses had to remain on Imard the ears overnight. 
Tiie early morning action at tile course reminded old 
timers of tiie haiyeon days when racing nourish'd 
in the Crescent City and eonstiluted one of the chief 
amusement features that brought to •'America’s 
winter eapitnl" thousands of visitors mutually. The 
e airse was alive with racers being put through their 
preliminary trials. Fully 200 of the 341 horses now 
here were galloped or given stiff trials. 

A Idg force i f workmen was set at work polis.t- 
.11;: up the plant in preparation for Friday’s opening. 
Tin* iitpid mange it underwent amazed tiie onlookeis 
and tile old track and its surroundings now show 
an aspect that is only slightly altered from that cf 
its palmy days. 

The iraek proper is a revelation to the horsemen. 
The drainage is perfect, the going smooth and level 
all over, and fast time will he the rule at all times, 
except on rainy days.

Definite announcement was made hy 1. B. Kenny 
soil, president of the Business Men’s Racing Assn 
elation, concerning individual tietflng at the Fair 
(■rounds during the meeting that will l«*gin Fridav 
Individual betting will be allowed, but to prevent 
Indiscriminate betting and the abuses that follow 
it Individual betting will be permitted only in the 
palm garden, to which place an admission fee of $1 
will he charged by the association, and which car- 
ries with it admission to the paddock. Bonded 
stakeholders will lie provided by the association, an 1 
will in* distinguished by badges bearing the i:i 
script Ion "Bonded Stakeholder For Individual Bel 
ting Only." and each stakeholder will he designated 
hy a tiumlier. All individual bets turned over t.i 
Midi bonded stakeholders will lie placed in an e:i 
velope showing the number of the race, the number 
of the bora" corresponding with the number on tb 
program, the laisition of the horse as to first, second 
third, ami the number of the badge of each person 
making the individual bet. After the race is over 
tile stakeholder will turn over the envelope intact 
to the winner and make no disluotion whatsoever f«,r 
Ids services, and under no circumstances will lie he 
permitted to accept a fee. tip or compensation <f 
any kind, lie is to lie paid for it's services by the 
association: lie is not allowed to liet money or to 
have in his possession any money for betting pur 
poses; lie is to have no commotion with any in- 
dividual. and lie is to furnish a tu.ud in favor of the 
association in the sum of $2,500 to insure tiie faitn- 
ftll performance of iiis duties, it is understood that 
tiie plan outlined above has been submitted for a 
pixival to District Attorney I.uzenburg. 

Dial tilt Attorney Ijuzenherg today announced that 
individual betting i; not a violation of tiie Locke 
law and l-e is of the opinion that the Business 
Men’s Association, under whose auspices the meet 
lug will lie conducted, will adhere to their policy 
of permitting only this form of wagering. 

Applications by jockeys and trainers for licenses 
were tiled today and the racing committee will pass 
on them tout uimw. Tiie jockeys will lie required to 
pay a fee of .<5. Imt trainers will lie given licenses 
without cost. Discrimination will be used in the 
matter of issuing licenses and mine but those in 
good standing will he given tin* requisite ••ertitieat 
ilint will enable them to ply their vocation here 
Jockeys who applied for licenses included H. Sum 
ter. w. Warrington. W. Lillev. K. Fool. J. Conway 
('. nUhmuti. Guy Burns. K. Meriwen, E. Ambrose 
i'. Van Dnscii. F. Murphy, D. Nicol. and F. Keogh 
Jockeys (Souse and Gain are also expected to ride 
here. Among those who applied for trainer’s li 
censes are Willie Simms, Hugh Fenny and Willi 
Martin, a trio of former crack riders who achieved 
tame hy piloting some of tin* most noted horses 
I lie <*111111 try many years ago. 

Jockey It. Schilling was to have come here and 
ridden for his c attract employer. G. W. Scott, but 
alt urgent idea by his mother not to take mounts 
here had the effect of changing I lie youngster’ 
plans. Mrs Shilling's antipathy to her son's riding 
Itere is dtle to the death Of G. Shilling, who w; 
killed al tin- Citx Park track on Warner Griswell 
during the last year ol racing here. C. II. Sliillin 
an elder brother and noted rider, luis tin* same di< 
like for this place on acts unit of his brother's in 
Chlciil. and for that reason decided not to brill 
his horses here. 

Association valets will be the rule here and n- 
sue i ate judge .1. It. I’aiiinlieH. who is line to arri’.d 
tonight, will have this feature in charge and pa- 
on tiie applicants. 

Nothing could have lieen more tiiuel.v Ilian the n 
cent rain if it was desired to "prove" the Fair 
Grounds race track. If shed the water like a roof, 
and Xii|s'i'liiteiii|i!it Frank Kelly was congratulated 
upon the work tie lias done during the past two 
months. In li.vg.me days horsemen went to some 
pains and ox|ieiise in order to secure thoroughbreds 
that revelled in muddy going so that they might 
bring them here for the winter racing and eaptur 
many a purse. But the usefulness of gm*l mud 
runners will lie limited this winter, it appears, for 
the track is better than II ever was before. Tin 
many thousand gallons of petroleum [toured on tin 
track and the use of steam rollers to make it hard 
in preparation for automobile racing her.* in tii 
lust few years gave it a solid base that is praeti 
rally unbroken by "soft spots." Superintendent 
Kelly's forces have laltored hard to make tin* emirs 
perfect, both in regard to its base and its loam 
covering. And it has heeii harrowed and raked and 
harrowed and rolled until there's nothing left to 
he (Unbred. In fact, it possibly is a bit too hard 
at |iresent.

PALMETTO PARK PATRONAGE RESPONDS TO 
IMPROVEMENT IN CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 

Holton Is the Only Favorite to Score at South Caro- 
lina Course — Jockey Shilling Suffers Slight In- 
jury by Fall. 



Charleston. S. C., December 30. — Weather condi- 
tions at Palmetto Park this afternoon showed a 
vast improvement over those of the past few days. 
Summerlike weather prevailed ami a large crowd 
journeyed to tiie course. Several races produced 
close and exciting finishes, with tiie winner getting 
the decision only after a hard stretch drive. The 
public were all at sea. Holton, well handled by 
Smyth, being the only favorite to score. He beat 
Kiumundy a nose, with Font an easy third. Nor- 
therner, in the opening dash, had little trouble in 
disposing of his opposition. He received some little 
support towards the close of speculation. 

Wolf’s Baths, accounted for the second race in an 
easy manner over Batwa and Francis. The running 
of the third race resulted iu a close finish when 
River King got up in time to dispose of Kopje and 
Harlequin. Page White, touted as a "good tiling,” 
was practically left at the post and finished a good 
fourth after closing an immense gap. 

J. W. Hedrick won with Fifty Five, which lie se- 
cured from Mrs. J. L. Bryan recently. 

Jim- key Rufus Shilling, who had the mouut on Su- 
preme in the fifth race, suffered a broken collarbone 
when Supreme fell. The horse got caught in a jam 
before they had gone a sixteenth. 

Jake Byer has arranged to leave for Aiken. S. C., 
on Monday next with the horses he is handling for 
P. S. P. Randolph. They will he resled until the 
early meetings in Maryland. 

E. Rathman has severed his connections with J. 
W. Hedrick uud has arranged to leave tor Maryland 
next week. His plans are to open a public training 
stable near Pimlico. 

W. P. Burch reports that his sun Preston is back 
from France. He arrived in Washington Christmas 
evening. His plans call for a visit to Cuba in the 
latter part of January and a retnrn to France in 
March. Voting Burch joined the ambulance corps 4 n 
France and is here on a three-months leave of ab- 
sence. Before leaving he presented his ambulance 
to the Red Cross society of that country. The 
Sanford horses are doing well at the Sanford farm 
near Paris and there are some splendid prospects 
among them.

Lady de Bathe (Lily Langtry) intends bestowing 
her patronage to National Hunt sport this winter, 
and is already having Kanran and Sunny Eve 
schooled for hurdle racing. 

Mr. J. Baylis has acquired possession of Cuthbert. 
the Lincolnshire Handicap winner, and Verney, the 
winner of the Cesarewitch, and these horses have 
already joined J. Rogers’ team at Chilton to tie put 
to hurdle racing. 

Frank Wootton. the ex-jockey and present trainer, 
who has recently taken over the Treadwell House. 
Epsom, stable, became of age December 14. and to 
celebrate his twenty-first birthday, gave a dinner 
to a few of his friends. 

There appears to be a iikehood of flat racing being 
resumed at Newbury early in the new year. Several 
meetings had to be cancelled there this vear because 
the government took possession of the' track as a 
camp for prisoners of war. 

Blue Stem, the winner of the Timberham Hurdle 
at Gatwick on Friday. December 11. is an American- 
brcil four-year old son of Ormondale out of Golden 
Grain. He has been the property of Mr. Barnard 
ever since he was a yearling. Ills owner lias dis- 
played exemplary patience with him. and he was 
not raced on the fiat ns a two and three-year-old. 

Fewer jockeys limn usual have beeu given riding 
retainers for next season, not more than a half 
dozen of our leading riders have had engagements 
made for them. Our representative at Manchester, 
interviewing most of the jockeys, had "free lance" 
given him in reply to the question of what stables 
certain jockeys will ride for in 1915.— London Sport- 
ing Life. 

A curious muddle at the Birmingham December 
meeting resulted in connection with a Maiden Hurdle 
Race, of which there were in effect three winners. 
First I'll d'Ecosse was disqualified for carrying 
wrong weight and the race awarded to Yellow Chat, 
whose ostensible owner informed the stewards that 
the partnership in the horse hail not been registered, 
with the result that disqualification again followed, 
and Mark Minor, originally third, became the 
winner.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



The American note sent by the Cnited States to 
Great Britain protesting against the action of 
British warships in detaining and seizing cargoes 
in Amcrean vessels is under consideration at the 
British foreign office, where no intimation is given 
as t;> when a reply to the note may be expected. 
Yesterday afternoon Sir Edward Grey, the foreign 
secretary, held a conference at the foreign office 
with David I.loyd-George, chancellor of the exche- 
quer; Reginald McKenna, secretary of home affairs: 
Walter Uuucimau. president of the hoard of trade, 
and Sir Francis Hopwood. civil lord of the admir- 
alty. on the subject of the American note. A frank 
discussion of the note by British otiicials shows 
tiiat they regard it as friendly and they do not be- 
lieve the differences between America and Great 
Britain are such that cannot lie reconciled satis- 
factorily. 

Four thousand followers of Gen. Carranza, ac- 
cording to official re|M>rts received at Vera Cruz, de- 
feated 5.000 men under Gen. I'feinia Zapata, brother 
of Kmiliatio Zapata, and Andrew Almazon. An 
iininiccuicnt also was made at Carranza headquarters 
that Chilpancingo, capital of the state of Guer 
rcro, had lieefl captured by Carranza's forces. 

Mayor John F. Hurley was recalled by the voters 
of Salem. Mass., in a special election. Matthias -I. 
O'Keefe, leather manufacturer and candidate of the 
Better Government Association, defeated him by a 
vote of .9,465 to 2.G29. It was the first recall elec- 
tion in New England. It was charged that Hurley 
had not enforced the liquor laws. 

Brig. Gen. Robert II. Hall, U. S. A., retired, died 
nl his residence in Chicago Heights. During his 
long active service, which dated from the ci'il war 
through tlie campaign in the Phillippiues. lie was 
known as one of the most scholarly officers in the 
hi'iii.i and a strict disciplinarian. Gen. JIall w is 
born in Detroit, Mich.. Nov. 15. 1837. 

One hundred and live vessels which operated un- 
der foreign control prior to the ou threat of the 
European war have been added to the American 
merchant marine since August IS, when congress 
passed tlie act admitting foreign built vessels to 
American registry. The vessels represent a carry-; 
iug capacity of 373,846 gross tons. 

Gen. Hill's Carranzistas In Naco, Sonora, bi-gati 
firing again after sending out scouts who were ro- 
p rted to have l>een driven buck by Yaqui India 04. 
These Yaqttis are lielicved to he part of tin* guard 
Mayloreiia threw around the town to prevent Hill’s 
troops leaving before I’.rig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott’; 
peace plan was finally accepted. 

General Angeles, close friend of General Villa and 
General Zapata, and acceptable to the Mexican 
national convention, will Is- the next iirovisioual 
president of Mexico. This is the substance of re- 
ports to l he State Department at Washington from 
its political agents and the news is satisfactory to 
tin- department. 

Passengers arriving at Iairedo. Tex., on a train 
from Monterey, Mex. brought word that the Car- 
ranza garrison lias evacuated the city, leaving for 
Hijsilita. a junction between Monterey and Tor 
reon, where a battle with soldiers under General 
Villa is expected to occur. 

That reports made evident that business was im- 
proving through lit the country was given out liy 
President Wilson, who lias been receiving informa- 
tion from all portions of the land. The president 
stated that the improvement was slow, but asserted 
it was sure. 

The general opinion among diplomatic agents in 
Washington is that Great Britain will not yield to 
the demands made in the note by President Wilson 
for amends for the seizure and detention of Ameri- 
can merchant ships. They expect England to seek a 
compromise. 

Representative llinehattgh of Illinois, who or 
g, ini zed the Progressive group in tin* house of repre- 
sentatives and the Progressive congressional com 
mittee. of which lie is chairman, announced that 
henceforth lie will affiliate with the Republican 
party. 

The steamer Navarra. 2.947 tons, which left St. 
John. N. !!.. under charter to the admiralty and 
hound for France, struck on Holmes island, near 
Yarmouth. N. S.. and is reported to be breaking up. 
No word bad been received as to the safety of her 
crew. 

Shipments from the Ghieago stockyards valued in 
excess of $5,000,006 have been confiscated by British 
war authorities. And there has come to the packers 
no promise of reparation. 

J. B. JOEL'S GREAT SUCCESS IN RACING. 

Not for the first .time during his comparatively 
brief racing career Mr. .1. B. Joel enjoys the satis 
faction of seeing his name at the in-ad of tlie win- 
ning owners, and in addition in- stands first in tin- 
list of winning breeders. Twenty-four races went 
to the credit of the black jacket and red cap. and 
the Hggicgatc value of stakes won amounted to 
within a few sovereigns of tRiO.OOO. a fine record 
truly, hut a small set-olT against the great losses 
suffered in the city by the house of Barnato Bros, 
in common with other leading Ann tie lent. Mr. Joel's 
pride In his success on the turf is much enhanced 
by the reflection that it is due to the prowess of 
ho'-si-s of his own breeding, in fact the I’hildwiek 
Bury Stud Inis been the most successful of all the 
private establishments of its kind for some years 
past. Large sums have been lavished in collecting 
the best and bluest of bloods, the huge outlay for 
Prince Palatine after his failure for the Goodwood 
Cup being a particular ease in point. Other pri- 
vate breeders on similarly splendid scale may he 
named in Lord Derby. Lord Rosebery. Duke of 
Portland and Mr. I -conoid do Rothschild, all of 
whom have in turn been fortune's favorites, while 
equally in turn tlu-v have encountered comparatively 
barren seasons. Probably, however, then- is no 
liretder wlio so entirely wiles on his own judgment 
in mating liis marcs as tlie master of Childwiek 
Bury, and the p-sults speak for themselves. 

Il lias been frequently hinted of late that Mr. 
Joel intended matrriallv to reduce his racing estab- 
lishment. hut. the l.elcomhc string will lie as lengthv 
next year as it was last, when the campaign was 
faced with a team of forty-five horses. There an- 
no fewer than twenty-one yearlings to go on with, 
and these will more than fill the places of the 
horses that have been weeded out at Newmarket. 
Spanish Prince was offered hut passed through, 
which is surprising, as the reserve was liv no means 
extravagant, and one would have thought that the 
tcreigiiers would have been kei-n to get bold of such 
a well bred and goock-lookilig raee horse for the 
stud, lint tlu-^e nr.- parlous times and for obvious 
reason the demand both at home and abroad is 
ricaiit j’. - London Spoilsman.

MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB FINANCES. 

, Ba ltimoro. Md.. December .96. — That something 
like $2. i. >0,606 was bet on the races at Pimlico in 
tin- twenty-six days of l In- two meetings held at 
Pimlico Ibis year is indicated by the annual fi- 
nancial statement of the Maryland Jockey Chin, 
which has just tieen made public. As its gross share 
of this money, based on a commission of 5 per cent, 
to which is added tin- "breakage" or odd cents, the 
filth received $17., 4.4.80. The "breakage" is esti- 
mated tit between 1 and 2 per cent. It is explained 
however, that a large part of trn- monev bet prc>l> 
ablv was deposited in and collected from the ma- 
clriin-s several times. 

The statement shows the club's total revenue for 
tin- year to have been $259,635.78, and. after pav- 
ing the ex'|>ensrs of operation, including the stakes 
and making allowance for depreciation of plant, and 
so on. and after paying 6 per cent to the stick- 
holders. that there was left a surplus of $7,806, 
which was devoted to certain charities, in accord- 
ance with a decision of the directors reached more 
than a year ago. 

As figured out in the reix>rt. there was a surplus 
from all operations of $38,19.9. which, added to a 
balance from the previous year, made a total of 
$42,919. After certain amounts were charged off. 
and the 6 per cent dividend, amounting to $9,606. 
was paid, there was left the $7,800 surplus, which, 
as stated, went to charity. 

The total receipts from admissions, eluli dues and 
sale of boxes was $68,432. less than $3,666 a day. 
And out of the gross receipts from the pari-mutu -1 
betting machines there was paid a total of $47,96:: 
for the cost of their oiierating. This was tit tit- 
rate of about $1,847 a dav and is exclusive of the 
pay of the racing officials and tin- |»o!iciiig of the 
grounds, the cost of which was $17,773. 

According to the statement tln-rc would have been, 
hut for the revenue from the betting, a deficit for 
the year of $91,378. the cost of operating, exclusive 
of the rnutuel system, being $173,569. with a revenue 
from sources other than the betting of $82,190. 

The statement of assets and liabilities show that 
the. club has a working capital iu cash or liquid se- 
curities of $120,542, to which is added an equity in 
permanent improvements in property held under 
lease valued at $121,950. The club lias a capital of 
$50,000 and a surplus of $100,<M)0.

142 pounds; four years, 155 
pounds; five years and over, 161 pounds. In races 
exclusively for three-year-olds, the weight shall be 
145 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely in the conditions, inurps 
shall be allowed five pounds before September 1. 
and three -1)0111103 afterward. Geldings shall be al- 
lowed three pounds. 

For races on the flat under Hunt Clnb auspices, 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Clnb 
shall govern and in respect of sucli races welter 
weights shall be 28 taniuds above the weight for age.

EUROPEAN WAR DEVELOPMENTS. 



Pet". grad claims that Field Marshal von Ilindett- 
biug’s latest drive against Warsaw is on the point 
of collapse. The Russians are lighting desperately 
to carry out a flanking movement against his Ger- 
man army. In the territory to the west of War- 
saw the lighting is for the present chiefly ill 'lie 
nature of artillery duels at long range. The Ger- 
mans have retired to the left bank of the Bztti a, 
where they arc re-entrenching. In general the ’ill- 
ation N considered improving. Tlx- Russian fm >-s 
are being prepared for another general adVan -e 
which it is believed will throw the enemy hack <>n 
his own frontier line of defences not later than the 
Russian New Year (January 13). Renewed succes- 
ses in the Caucasus in the Oltinik region and im- 
portant movements in Warsaw whieli presage the 
driving back of the A ustro-Gertnan forces beyond 
the frontier, are expected at I’etrograd. The fight- 
ing in the Caucasus has resulted in the Russian oc- 
cupancy of Merdenek. near Sarykam.vuh. where the 
Turkish trenches were carried after a series of 
bayonet charges in which the defending forces lost 
heavily. Russian cavalry divisions are now operat- 
ing in tile direction of Khurasan. The Turkish de- 
fensive is stated to he strongly maintained, an I 
there have been many encounters at close quarter 
in which the Russian bayonets have been used to 
advantage. The Turks are declared to be commit 
ting outrages against the native population of tin- 
villages in the territory through which they have 
moved, to have massaered thousands of men and 
women and outraged and tortured all young girls. 
The reports from the Austrian front declare tin- 
Austrian armies which were operating in southern 
Galicia have been completely routed. Their flight ' 
was so precipitate, the report says, that they aband- 
oned large quantities of camp equipment, supplies 
and some cannon, t'o the west the Russian forward 
niovement is again in full swing, despite the fact 
that ti e roads and fields are again almost impassable 
owing to the sudden thaw. The movement against 
Cracow is being resumed and further unsuccess fit I 
sorties of the Przemysl garrison are reported. Rus- 
sian troops which are pursuing the defeated Aus- 
trians in Galicia are said to have cut off a con- 
siderable number of the fugitives and their capture 
is expected momentarily. The retreat of the Aus- 
trian arinv in Galicia along the Lisko Sabok-Dukln 
Zmigrod front is described officially at Petrogr.nl as 
more and more precipitate and disorderly. The re- 
treating forces are estimated unofficially at about 
175.0th) men. The large number of prisoners taken, 
amounting in tin- last nine days to about 2t)t) officers 
and 15.000 soldiers, together with forty machine 
guns, is believed to indicate that the Austrians are 
not offering a stubborn rear guard resistance. 

Isolated attacks by Germans in the region south 
of Skierniewice an- reported officially to be con- 
tinuing unsuccessfully. The following statement 
from Russian general headquarters was issued: 
"Today between the lower Vistula and the Piliea 
only lighting of small importance took place. The 
Germans left tlie'r trenches on the right hank of the 
Bzura near tin- village of Mistreevice ami fell Pack 
on the left bank of the Bzura. On the river Knwka 
our heavy artillery R fighting efficaciously a large 
number of German batteries of heavy guns’. On the 
center between the Piliea and the upper Vistula 
only cannonading was heard. We made progress on 
tlx- two wings.

The main feature of the last two weeks' fighting 
in Poland, according to a Petrograd dispatch to the 
Loudon Post, has been the appalling losses sustained 
by Germany. "Fov a fortnight,” says.tlie dispatch, 
"tlierf has been no rest, no intermission, but one 
hideous nightmare of wholesale slaughter, which 
has terribly strained the nerves of the most hard- 
ened troops. The German wave poured on the rock 
of Russian defense in a ceaseless sequence of at- 
tacks. The rock still stands, although an eighth 

of the total German force has perished. The 

t Ion of this.. Austrians is still more hopeless, imiico 
the Russians’ latest offensive commenced they have 
taken 50.000 Austrian prisoners and capt'ircd many 
guns. If, as was estimated. Austria had between 
three and ffmr army corps <-n its re entry inio Ga- 
licia it must have lost more than a third of the 
n umber iu killed, wounded and prisoners." 

Rain, snow, squalls and wintry gale sweeping in 
from the sea are reported to have almost cheeked 
the lighting along the Belgian anil northern France 
front. For thirty -six hours weather conditions have 
been frightful. As a result there are grave fears 
of an epidemic of sickness among the inqii who 
are compelled to remain exposed to the weather 
with only the protection of their muddy trenches, 
now half-filled with water. So tierce has is-en the 
storm that even the long-range artillery is silent at 
many points on the line. Only where the opposing 
forces actually have been almost iu personal touch 
was the lighting continuing, according to the re- 
ports received here. There is. however, muefl ac- 
tivity on the center and right wings, where tin- 
Freni-ti arc steadily pushing forward. The German 
trenches on the heights of the Meuse are again 
being -helled, and it is !»eli»-ved in London, opera- 
tions are well tinder way designed to retake Si. 
MiliU-l. where the Germans have a wedge into the 
French lilies. The operations in the upper Alsace 
region have begun to overshadow all others in ihe 
opinion of the French military exports™ They l>e- 
lieve that the long-looked for drive whjeh is in- 
tended to clear Alsace from the Swiss fmptier and 
the Rhine to Strassbnrg and Metz j. under way. 
The German |H>si4inns at Steinliach are beir% shelled. 
Their capture would open the roadways l-ading to 
Altklreh ami Mu! hausen. Meanwhile tiie long range 
guns of the French picked artillery have begun 
shelling the German trendies around Mnlliausen. 

"In Belgium we have won a little territory in tile 
region of Nienport. opposite Folders, and to tin- 
north of I.ombaertxyde," savs the French official 
statement. "The enemy subjected St. Georges to 
a violent 1 sun bard men t. This is the position we arc- 
putting in a stale of defense. \Ve have captured a 
German ia-int of support located to the southeast of 
Sonnels-ke on tin- road between Iteeelnere and I’a- 
scliendaele. In the valley of the Aisne and in 
Champagne tin- enemy inis manifested another hurst 
of activity which has taken tin- form particularly of 
a violent artillery tire, to which our heavy artillery 
replied effectively. in the Argnime we have made 
slight progress in the region of Four de i’aris. Be- 
tween the Argonne and the Moselle there luis been 
cannonading along all tin- front, but particularly 
severe aiong the heights of the Meuse. In ( lie 
Vosges the enemy delivered an attack against our 
positions at Li Tote de Faux: this was repulsed. 
In Upper Alsace we are consolidating our |S>.-itions. 
Our heavy artillery reduced to silence the German 
howitzers, which were Iminharding upper Arpacb." 

The official German war office report dealing with 
the situation in the west takes direct i>sue with tin- 
French claims of sweeping sum-eases, on the con- 
trary. it is claimed, that tile Germans were able 
to gain some ground both to the southeast of Ypres 
and around Nienport before weather conditions com- 
pelled a cessation of the fighting. Xorthuvsl of 
St. Menehould the French delivered i(v series of 
brilliant attacks iu a:i effort to retake the trenches 
from which they were dislodged some weeks ago. 
blit were repulsed with li-MV} losses, the Germans 
taking several hundred prisoners. The French at- 
tacks in the forest of Brule, west of Apreinont. have 
failed and the Germans now hold the French 
trendies there, having also raptured some machine 
guns.
